Early  in  the  year  1960  I  became  interested  in  the  Genealogical 
Sootion  of  the  Public  Library  in  South  Bend*  After  reading  over  many 
family  histories  and  records  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  since  as 
far  as  I  know  no  record  had  boon  made  of  my  branch  of  the  Lehman 
family  I  would  try  and  oolloct  some  data  and  if  enough  could  be 
obtained  I  would  compile  a  Genealogy  and  History  of  the  Benjamin 
Lehman  family* 

The  response  to  my  first  inquiries  for  data  were  so  good  that 
I  docidod  to  continue  and  the  following  pages  are  the  results  of  my 
of fort* 

In  tho  genealogy  and  history  the  pioneer  father  is  given  the 
number  1,  tho  oldest  ohild  number  2  etc,  so  each  individual  member 
of  the  family  has  a  number  given  to  only  one  member  of  tho  family. 

Thus  it  is  a  simple  matter  for  a  descendant  to  trace  his  line  back 
to  the  pioneer  by  following  the  numbering.  His  parents  number  appears 
as  tho  head  of  a  family  and  again  as  a  ohild  on  an  earlier  page. 

His  grandparent  will  head  the  family  in  which  his  parents  name  appears 
as  a  child  etc. 

If  more  space  is  given  to  some  members  of  the  family  than  to 
othors  it  is  because  more  information  otuld  be  obtained. 

The  compiler  hero  wishes  to  express  gratitude  to  all  those  wh# 
tevo  so  graciously  aided  and  made  possiblo  this  history  by  supplying 
data  from  rooords  in  their  possession*  I  ospooially  want  to  thank 
Ralph  Lohman  for  data  from  the  Memoirs  of  Goorgo  Lehman  his  father 
and  Zao  Lohman  Hanoy  for  data  from  hor  Gonealogy  of  tho  Daniel  Lohman 
family. 
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HISTORY 


In  the  early  part  of  the  18th,  century  many  roligeous  groups 
sprang  up  in  Germany,  Most  of  these  crossed  swords  with  the  estab¬ 
lished  church  which  looked  on  their  teachings  as  heretical  and  thus 
those  who  practiced  them  became  a  persecuted  people.  One  of  these 
groups  started  by  Menno  Simons  was  known  as  the  Mennonite  group. 

At  this  time  there  were  political  uprisings  of  minor  princlings 
some  Catholic  and  some  Protestant  who  chose  the  site  of  their  wars 
across  the  farms  of  these  poor  people  who  were  at  the  mercy  of  both 
sides. 

To  get  away  from  these  conditicns  they  were  invited  to  emigrate 
to  the  Palatinate  which  was  a  country  along  both  sides  of  the  Rhine 
river  and  was  formerly  an  independent  state  »f  Germany,  This  country 
proved  to  be  of  the  best  and  most  beautiful  in  Europe  and  soon  perse¬ 
cution  started  there. 

Through  tho  efforts  of  Yfilliam  Penn  who  was  a  real  estate  man  had 
visited  these  people  offering  them  religeous  liberty  as  well  as  home- 
sites  and  peace  many  Mennonites,  Quakers  and  Reformed  churches  and 
others  began  to  emigrate  to  America  to  the  section  oalled  PennTs 
Province. 

From  1711  f cr  75  years  there  came  a  steady  stream  of  German 
and  Swids.  Most  of  these  people  sailed  from  the  port  of  Rotterdam  in 
Holland, 

Rupp*s  30,000  Names  of  German,  Swiss,  Dutch,  French  and  other 
Immigrants  to  Pennsylvania  lists  at  least  ten  Lehmans  who  came  from 
Rotterdam  to  Pennsylvania  ports  during  the  period  1727  to  1772  and 
some  of  these  are  listed  as  Palatines.  This  was  the  name  given  to 
immigrants  from  the  Palatinate  country  of  Germany, 

According  to  the  Census  of  1790  there  were  12  Lehman  heads  of 
fam&lies  in  Lancaster  and  Berks  counties  of  Pennsylvania  at  that  time, 

I  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  authentic  record  as  to  the  date 
of  the  arrival  of  Daniel  Lehman  father  of  our  Benjamin  Lehman  in  this 
oountry  but  it  was  probably  near  the  end  of  the  oentury  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  he  came  from  the  same  part  of  Germany  from  which  the 
earlier  Lehmans  came.  The  fact  that  Benjamin  and  his  family  we  re 
Mennonite  further  proves  this  fact. 

Daniel  Lehman  settled  in  Lancaster  Pennsylvania  and  married 
Anna  Burkholder,  He  later  lived  near  Harrisburg  eoad  on  the  Harrisburg- 
Chamber  sburg  road.  This  is  where  Benjamin  Lehman  was  born.

Bonjamin  Lehman  was  born  noar  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania  Jan.  5, 

1820.  Married  Susannah  (Susan)  Upheme  Spitnaugle  (b.  Juno  22, 

1825  in  Maryland)  on  Juno  28th, 1842.  According  to  the  Lehman 
family  bible  ho  at  that  time  lived  in  Williams  County,  Ohio 
and  Susan  was  from  Putnam  County,  Ohio. 

They  lived  on  a  farm  near  Bryan,  Ohio  in  Williams  County. 

On  Oct.  24,1853  they  purchased  the  120  acre  farm  2-g- miles 
north  of  Wnkarusa  in  Elkhart  County,  Indiana.  Feb.  26,1856 
an  adjoining  40  acres  was  purchased. 

Susan  diod  at  9: 30  P.  M.  Yfednosday  Juno  22,  1887  which 
was  on  her  62nd.  birthday. 

Bonjamin  stayed  on  the  farm  until  Sept.  14,1895  when  ho  sold 
to  Jacob  Eby  and  moved  to  Nappanee.  He  died  there  at  2:00  P.  M. 
on  Thursday  Feb.  28,1901. 

Bonjamin  and  Susan  are  buried  in  the  old  Olive  cemetery 
across  the  road  from  the  Olive  church  northwest  of  Vfakarusa.

For  mai$r  years  ho  owned  and  operated  a  store  in  downtown 
Nappanee  whoro  ho  sold  modicino  upon  which  ho  hold  patents.  Ho 
did  his  own  printing  for  advertising  and  also  carriod  »n  quite 
a  mail  order  businoss. 

He  was  very  active  in  tho  Monnonite  church. 

Died  Juno  18,1932  at  tho  age  of  89,  Both  Daniel  and 
Nancy  aro  buried  near  Nappanoo.

At  six  years  of  ago  his  parents  moved  to  Elkhart  County,  Indiana 
and  there  he  commenced  his  education  attending  Normal  School  at 
Goshen,  Indiana  and  later  was  admitted  to  the  Conover  Business  College 
at  Coldwator,  Michigan,  He  then  became  a  teacher  in  the  public 
schools  of  Indiana  and  Ohio,  toaohing  for  abouth  five  years. 

Ho  marriod  Salome  R.  Rhodes  on  Sept.  16,1873, 

In  1889  ho  entered  the  University  of  Buffalo  School  of  Medicine 
and  graduated  in  the  yoar  1893,  For  two  years  he  praotioed  medicine 
in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  In  1895  he  came  to  Clarence  Center  and 
purchased  tho  practice  of  Dr,  W.  VanPoyma.  Ho  booamo  tne  »f  the 
loading  physicians  and  surgeons  of  Clarence  Center  and  ho  continued 
his  practice  there  until  his  death  from  pneumonia  Mar#  14,1917, 

Dr.  Lehman  ms  a  member  of  tho  Gross  Medical  Sooiety  and  the  Erie 
County  Medical  Sooiety.  During  his  practice  his  observation  respecting 
the  gonoral  health  of  tho  area  was  of  groat  value  to  the  public.

Jacob  Henry  Lehman  was  born  in  Elkhart  County,  Indiana  June  28, 
1857,  the  sixty  child  of  Benjamin  and  Susan  Lehman  and  the  first 
born  in  Indiana.  His  early  life  was  spent  on  the  farm  north  of 
Wakarusa  where  he  was  born  and  he  ms  educated  in  the  school  near 
his  home.  He  started  teaching  in  the  shhool  at  Woodland,  Ind.  in 
the  year  1885.  Married  Mary  Elizabeth  Berkey  (b.  Feb,  22,1864 
d.  Dec.  1,1953  Age.  89)  Jan.  21,1886.  Mary  was  the  daughter  of 
George  and  Frances  Berkey. 

After  the  death  of  his  brother  David  he  moved  on  David fs 
farm  one  mile  south  of  Teegarden,  Ind.  He  purchased  this  farm 
Mar.  22,1887.  In  1888  he  moved  back  to  Elkhart  County  to  farm 
the  home  farn.  About  1891  ho  moved  back  to  his  farn  near  Teegarden 
whore  he  remained  the  rest  of  his  life. 

Beside  farming  he  taught  in  the  Polk  Township  schools  from 
1891  until  1904,  He  was  for  many  years  the  elected  supervisor  of 
roads  in  Polk  Township.  He  was  a  oharter  member  of  the  United 
Brethren  Church  at  Teegarden  and  was  for  many  years  the  teacher 
of  the  adult  bible  class  of  the  ohurch. 

He  continued  farming  until  the  fall  of  1927  and  died  Mar.

Yfakarusa.  Attended  Northern  Indiana  Normal  School  at  Valparaiso, 
Indiana  in  1886.  On  the  28th.  of  March  1888  ho  and  his  brother 
Monno  left  for  South  Dakota  and  later  in  that  year  filed  a 
claim  near  Yfa  tor  bury. 

He  started  teaching  school  in  Jerauld  County  South  Dakota 
in  July  1888  and  continued  teaching  until  he  and  Menno  returned 
home  July  28,1890.  Taught  in  Elkhart  County  in  1891  and  in  St. 
Joseph  County  near  North  Liberty  in  1892,93  and  94. 

Married  Mar.  28,1895  to  Hattie  Stombaugh  (b.  Juno  29,1870 
d.  Oct.  12,1921)  Moved  home  to  Elkhart  County  until  his  father 
could  sell  the  farm.  After  the  farm  ms  sold  he  traded  his  land 
in  South  Dakota  for  a  farm  four  miles  south  of  Sputh  Bend  on 
the  Dixie  Highway.  He  later  sold  this  farm  and  bought  one  oast 
of  North  Liborty.  In  1928  ho  sold  this  farm  and  bought  another 
a  few  miles  north  of  the  state  line  in  Michigan  near  Niles. 

Ho  died  Mar  27,1955.  Age  90  years  and  8  months.  George  and

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A  DESCRIPTION  CF  THE  BENJAMIN  LEHMAN  HOME  NORTH  OF  WAKARUSA 

From  George  Lehman^  Llomoirs---- 

Our  house  stood  on  the  west  side  of  tho  road.  It  was  built  of 
hoavy  hown  logs,  Tho  spaco  botwoon  tho  logs  was  plasterod  with 
mortar,  air  tight  and  warm.  Tho  roof  was  of  split  olap  boards. 

It  was  a  two  story  building.  Thoro  was  a  living  room  on  the 
north  sido  and  two  bod  rooms  on  tho  south.  Tho  stairway  ran  from 
the  west  along  tho  partition  to  tho  oontor  upstairs. 

Tho  living  room  had  ono  window  on  tho  north  side  and  a  window 
and  door  on  tho  oast  toward  tho  road,  Tho  kitchen  was  built  on 
the  wost  sido  of  tho  main  house. 

The  hearth  was  in  the  living  room  on  the  wost  sido,  built  of 
field  stone.  It  had  an  iron  bar  in  front  to  koop  tho  logs  off  of 
tho  coals  and  ashes,  to  give  it  draught.  Then  thoro  wero  irons  on 
each  side  of  the  chimney  that  swing  like  a  gate  on  which  tho 
kettles  wero  hung  either  ovor  the  coals  or  drawn  out  to  dip  a  fork 
in  and  take  out  a  piece  of  bolied  beef  and  cabbago  or  a  leg  of  wild 
turkey  or  squirrel.  I  believe  tho  pieces  that  came  out  of  that 
throe  gallon  kottlc  wero  bigger  and  bettor  than  they  aro  now  off  of 
an  electric  stove.
